The Committee on Cosstitutional Amend-
ments, through the Rev, Dr. Benedicet, of
(Georgia, chairman pro lem., reported re-
solves against the ratification of both tho
following proposed smendments to article
8 of the constitution :

Provided, that the General Convention
may by canon grrange and set forth a short-
ened form of morning and evening prayer,
to be compiled wholly from the Book of
Common Prayer.

I'rovided, however, that the General Con-
vention shall have power, from time to
time, to amend the-lectionary; but no act
for this purpose shall be valid which is not
voted for by a majority of the ‘whole num-
ber of bishops entitied to reats in the House
of Bishops, and by a majority of all the
dioceses entitled to representation in the
Houge o! Depulies,

The Hon. J. W. Stevenson, of Kentucky,
presented a minority report. This report
goes on to say that in 1871 the Convention
had the matter under discussion, and in
1874 the committee on the matter. reported
that a constitutional amendment was neces-
sary in the premises, It then received the
decided approval of both clergy and laity.
In the House of Bishops the report was
adopted with a few alterations. The mi-
nority assert that the necessity for theshort-
ened form is now becoming more and more
apparent. It has been in force in England
for some years, and found to be highly bene-
ficial. The minority claim that the whole
scope of the proposed amendment is to pro-
vide the adoption of a form of service suit-
able alike to all, and baving the sanctions.
This portion of the committee recommended
the following substitution:

Resolved, That the above amendment
constitution in section 8 be adopted.

The minority report is signed by George
F. Cumstock, E. F. Wilder, J.V. llowe,
and J. W. Stevenson,

The Rev, Dr. Breck, ol Central Pennsyl-

vania, said that in 1839 an effort was made
to bring the above matter to the attention
of the House of Bishops, This had been
done, but no response was made. IHe
thought the rights of the Iouse of Deputies
had been infringed.
_The Rev. Dr. Leeds said that his objec-
tion was that the minority report was en-
deavoring to do indirectly that which they
would not be willing to take direct action
upon. He referred to the action of Parlia-
ment of England allowing a new service,
and =aid he could arrange a series of pray-
ers such as would alter the doctrine of the
Church. The divine made several illustra-
tions of the danger which the Church was
laying hersclf open to, and proposed that
the amendments should be so nmended so
that the shortened style of scryice be only
used in circumstances which are-peculiarly
appropriate, such as missions, ete. He ob-
jected to the minority report for the reason
that it was proposed to thrust this service
upon those who wish for the present mode
of service. The speaker concluded by say-
ing that while he was in favor of a shorter
service, yet he did not wish to remove the
hulwark from around the Book of Common
Prayer, which has been handed down from
OUT ancestors as & most precious leguey.

The Rev. Dr. DeKoven, of Wisconsin,
said that the proposition was simply look-
ing to legislation in reference to the matter,
and that when the subjeet comes up for di-
rect discussion it will be time to presentar-
guments for and against said amendment.
The speaker read extracts from former
journals to support bis idea that shortened
serviees were extremely necessary,  He be-
licved that with a judicious selection of a
service of perbaps tifteen minutes the daily
exercises would be attended by a large pro-
portion of our people. In certuin portions
of our country the shortened form of ser-
vice is almost universal. Thespeaker men-
tioned such institutions as Trinity College,
Racine College, ete., under the direct su-
pervision of the bishop of this Church.

The Hon. Richard Parker, of Yirginia,
moved that the whole matter be postponed,
mude the order of the day for Wedacsday at
1 f". M., and tbat it be printed. Laid on the
table.

The Rev. Dr. Tarris, of 1llinois, offered a
resolution that a commission, consisting of
seven bishops, seven presbyters, and seven
lavmen, be appointed to consider the revi-
sion ot the constitution. .Referred to the
Committee on Constitutional Amendments.
At 1:30 o’clock the House took a recess of
one hour.

On refissembling at 2:30 the House resumed
the consideration of the motion to substi-
tute the minority report for that of the ma-
jority of the Committee on Constitutional
Amendments.

Mr. Montgomery, of Western New York,
presented n certificate of the action of the
Diocesan Convention of Western New York,
approving the proposed constitutional
amendments, It was rceeived and placed
on ile,

Mr. - Burgwin, of Pittsburgh, spoke
against the pending resolution, and said
that perhaps the best reason to be given was
the circumstances under which the resolu-
tion was passed by the last Convention,
proving that a matter of this grave import-
ance might be acted on with great facility
in the list days of a convention. In other
words, it would be made easy to do what
ought to be done with the utmost dehbera-
tion,

The Rev. Dr. Beers, of California, fa-
vored the resolution, saying that there were
few clereymen who had not at some time
felt the need of a shortened form of serviee.

The Hon. Daniel R. Magruder, of Mury-
land, suid that everybody acknowledged the
need of some ehange, and yet, when a prae-
tieal way to make the change was proposed,
technieal objections tind chimerieal fears
were raised.  If the resolution was passed
it would simply enable a subsequent Con-
vention to set forth a shorter service,
jfounded upon the prayer-book. Whatever
wentlemen might say as to the hasty manner
in which the matter had been acted on here-
tofore, it should be understood that that
hauste was owing to the fact thao the action
of the last Convention wuas not liaal. 'T'he
Church was not made for the prayer-book,
but the prayver-book for the Church, Touse
u homely phrase, the cart should not be put
before the horse, The prayer-book was de-
servedly beloved, butit should not be rever-
enced to the point of idolatry.

The Hon. Isane Atwater said it was con-
fesscd that a chuange was necessary, but the
objgetion was mwade thut this was un attempt
to do indirectly what could be done direct-
Iy. Inanswer to that be would say that If
any gentleman could suggest a direet way
he hoped he would do so.  The feeling was
universal among ehurchmen on the fronter
that if they were to get thinking men in
that section into the Church there must he 1
change. Ile did not think there was dan-
wer in the trial, but if it was not made there
would be a check to the progress of the
Chureh on the frountier. .

The Rev. Dr. Ayrault, of Central New
York, followed on the same side. )

The Rev. Dr. Adams, of Wisconsin, re-
lated in an amusing manner his experience
with a strange congregation, who had never
heard an Episcopal service, but who, with
a little instruction, followed the service
through without diflicuity. Jle objected to
the resolution, beeause: e did not think a
change was necessary, and hecause it tend-
ed to make the Convention omnipolent in
liturgical matters, which belonged to the
episcopacy. A certain phrase was inserted
in the resolution which bad a definite litur-
gical meaning. * To set forth” meant to
prescribe by authority, 8o that nothing else
could be used, and he objected to sucha
restriction. .

The Rev. Dr, Hall, of Long Island, sought
to correct the impression that the subject
under discussion bad Dbeen hustily con-
‘sidered by the Jast Convention. He said
that the matter was not new or experi-
mental, but that the proposition was to as-
sume the power to provide for an exigency
whieh had long been notorious. He found
bimself lately in atown in Minnesota where
it was absolutely impossible to carry through
the present service, and he doubted if there
was one clergyman in the house who could
suv,on his conscience, that he bad never
violated 4 rubricof the Church. The danger
did not lie in that direction, but in the ten-
dency of the younger clergy toward radi-

‘The Rey. Benfamin J. Douglass, of Dela-
ware, safd he should vote against the amend-~
ment, holding that no amendment of the
eonstitution was necessary.

The Rev. Dr. Fulton, of Wisconsin, op-
posed the amendment because in bis judg-
ment it was not necessary to amend the
constitution. Again, it was no secret that
througliout the length and breadth of the
country had dropped the notion that they
could not join in prayer jin publiec without
going through the entire form of morning
or evening prayer. It was needless to pre-
seribe what was already used and enjoyed.
The amendment would not give greater lib-
erty. which was not needed, but wounld
actually lessen it, binding churchmen by
canon where they were now bound only by
rubric.

"Mr. James Parker, of New Jersey, said
he should vote against the amendment on
his own judzment, and also heeause his din-
cese had disapproved it. He was convinced
that the constitution as it stands was ample
to reach the emergency.

Mr. Montgomery, of Western New York,
said he reduced the objections to the propo-
sition to two: First, that the General Con-
vention, composed ot all the bishops and
clerical and lay deputies for every diocese,
could not betrusted with so broad a power ;
second, that the Convention already bad that
power. While this deputy was speaking
the hour of adjournment arrived.

«¢J{ the assured be conscions of the physi-
cal nature of the act hie is committing, and
intended by it to eause liis death, the policy
is voided, although at the time he was inca-
pable of judging between right and.wrong,
and did not understaud the moral conse-
quences of what he was doing.” There is
but one sensible inference to be drawn by
the publie from such decisions; that is, not
to take @ policy in Which the words *“sane
